b. The announcement of the State Department on Satur- 
day, indicating a "hands off" attitude towards Ameri- 
can companies that might deal with National Iranian Oil 
Company was received with g reat disappointment and skepti- 
cism by the industry generally. He feels that unless the 
Government takes a far more positive attitude of encourage- 
ment to corporations to move Iranian oil, nothing will be 
accomplished but that there are many outfits ready and 
able to act promptly the minute they are insured of a real 
desire on the part of the United States Government that we 
do so .

He also gave me a detailed description of the NSC Meeting at <v' v 
which General Smith and others discussed the summary evaluation recommendations. Ap- 
parently, the line of patter I prepared for the General was pretty well followed.
